In Stockholm, too, the Russian 
expressions of regret were received 
with satisfaction and sources close 
to the Government said they had 
“undoubtedly contributed some- 
thing to better feeling between the 
countries.” 

Although some Swedish circles 
were impressed by the promptness 
of the Russian response, the inci- 
dent was given only moderate 
newspaper attention and there was 
no comment, either officially or in 
the press. 

The Russian notes were identical 
m form and expressed “regret at 
these happenings.”

THE LOWEST IN 62 YEARS 


Cold Wave Extends to Southern Eu- 
rope; First Snow Since 1880 
in Upper Spain. 

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 19 (AP).— 
The record-breaking cold which has 
gripped northern Europe for the 
last three days abated yesterday 
except in war-torn Finland. The 
mercury dropped to 58 degrees be- 
low zero Fahrenheit at Nickby, 
northeast of Helsinki, coldest re- 
corded since 1878, 
The temperature in Norway 
reached 58 below Tuesday but the 
coldest reported there yesterday 
was 22 below. Sweden had temper- 
atures about the same. Denmark 
was warmer, with zero the coldest. 
Moscow, where the mercury dropped 
Wednesday to 47 below, lowest in 
the history of the Moscow Weather 
Bureau, reported only 22 below yes- 
terday. 


ROME, Jan. 19 (AP).—The cold 
wave has brought snow, sleet and 
frigid temperatures to southern Eu- 
rope, Northern Portugal reported 
the heaviest snowfall since 1915 yes- 
terday, though almond trees were 
in blossom in the south. The first 
snow since 1880 fell in Vigo and 
La Coruna in northern Spain.

Chinese Say Enemy Lines Are 
Crumbling After Series.of 
Defeats. 


HONGKONG, Jan. 19 (AP).—Chi- 


a series of Japanese defeats in 
Kwangtung Province’ had resulted 
in virtual encirclement of Canton, 


chief city. of South China, by ad- 
vancing Chinese armies. 

The Chinese asserted that Jap- 
anese outer lines defending Canton 
were “crumbling” and that the 
Japanese had met in Kwangtung 
one of their most serious reverses 
of the whole war. 

They declared that since the Jap- 
anese began a retreat from Ying- 
tak, important station on the Can- 
ton-Hankow Railway 80 miles north 
of Canton, the invaders had been 
pushed back more than 50 miles. 
The Chinese lines, they said, now 
form an arc with its right, or 
western extremity, only 18 miles 
from Canton and the center and 
left only 25 miles from the city. 
Canton, normally with a popula- 
tion of 1,500,000, was seized by the 
Japanese after a lightning cam- 
paign in October, 1938, and since 
then has been the base for their 
extensive operations in South 
China. 
Yesterday the Chinese reported 
the killing of 500 Japanese in a bat- 
tle 33 miles north of Canton. 


U. S. Mission Reported Shelled by 
Japanese Warships.

Historical Society Reprints 
1823 Suggestions on Smoke- 
less Stoking. 135

St. Louis smoke that required 
candles at midday in the frontier 


town of more than 100 years ago 
is cited in a bullettin, issued oday 
by the Missouri Historical Society, 
Jefferson Memorial. 

Occurring “particularly in the 
fall,” the bulletin quoted from the 


Missouri Republican of Jan. 22, 


1823, the smoke so discolored rain 
as to “stain like ink. And it is 
supposed by many that it is the 
cause of irritation and consequent 
inflammation of the eyes.” 

A warning is quoted from “M. 
F. P.“ in the Western. Journal, 1848, 
that as the city grew from 62,000 
population to industrial dimensions, 
the workers who would populate it 
must, “when liberated from their 
daily toil, be supplied with a 
healthy atmosphere, or else our 
city will become the emporium of 
disease in place of energy, genius 
and skill.“ 

In suggestions to combat the 
smoke problem, M. F. P.“ antici- 
pated principles expounded decades 
later. He recommended the Ar- 
gand furnace,“ With an air draft 
over the flame; “Ivison’s plan“ for 
an over-flame steam jet or other 
means of using moisture; a Juke's 
plan” for under-fire stoking, and 
hand firing at the front of the fire, 
leaving red coals at the back.

The coal men were there to answer 
questions about fuel ditsribution 
costs and offer whatever sugges-

This is the only way to determine 
which process or processes can be 
considered in connection with the 
program of providing St. Louis 
with an adequate supply of smoke- 
less fuel. Obviously it will require 
great efforts and venturesome capi- 
tal to do this sort of thing, but 
with the support and co-operation 
of all concerned it will be possible 
to do it,” 


FEWER USING STREET CARS 


P. S. Co. Reports Decline for Quar- 
ter Compared With 1938 Figures. 

Passenger fares paid on Public 
Service Co. street cars in the three 
months ended Dec. 31 totaled 22, 
794,848, or 7 per cent less than the 
24,509,069 fares in the corresponding 
period of 1938, it was stated in the 
company’s quarterly report submit- 
ted yesterday to City Register M. J.

He said he 
never saw Gerling’s checks but as- 
sumed Murphy’s statement was cor- 
rect that Gerling always signed 
them as an individual and not as 
trustee or administrator of any 
fund. 

Wade's firm dealt almost entirely 
in unlisted stocks and bonds, Be- 
sides the sales by Murphy to Ger- 
ling, there was a large clientele of 
school teachers.

“As Mr. Gerling did not sell 
everything back to us which he 
bought from us,” Wade said, “and 
as some securities were sold to him 
under one account and repurchased 
from him under another account, 
we cannot complete the final rec- 
ord. Only Mr. Gerling can do this.” 
He continued: “In 1932 I gave a 
verbal guarantee to Mr. Gerling on 
the lunch room account of $6000 
because I felt that such an account 
could not afford to lose its prin- 
cipal, even if it sought to offset this 
loss by realizing interest.

Africa’s declaration of war against 
Germany led to his resignation as 
Prime Minister Sert. 6 continued 
his fight against the war today as 
Parliament opened a new session.

CHARTS ON FIRING ILLINOIS 
COAL SOUGHT FOR ST. LOUIS 


State Representative at Belleville 
Seeks $25,000 State Fund for 
Educational Campaign. 

A request that $25,000 of Illinois 
State funds be made available for 
publication and distribution in St. 
Louis of charts giving instructions 
for proper firing of heating equip- 
ment with Illinois coal was made 
yesterday by State Representative 
Calvin D. Johnson of Belleville. 

Johnson addressed his request to 
. L. Nudelman, State Director of 
Finance, and Superintendent of 
Departmental Reports Milburn P. 
Akers, calling their attention to a 
$250,000 appropriation by the last 
Legisiature for preparation of in- 
dustrial reports. He suggested that 
firing directions for all types of 
heating plants be prepared by the 


Illinois Geological Survey for dis- 
tribution by Akers’ department. 

Johnson, who has been active in 
behalf of the Southern Illinois min- 
ing industry and has attempted to 
compose differences arising from 
restrictions placed on coal importa- 
tion by St. Louis, said the proposed 
educational campaign was a temp- 
orary measure. He said he expected 
a cheap smokeless fuel would result 
from research now being carried 
on by the Illinois Geological Survey 
with funds provided by an approp- 
riation bill introduced by Johnson 
at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture.

Field Worker for ‘Neutral 
Thousands’ Says He 
Urged Employes to Ask 
for Independent Unions. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 19 (AP).— 
Clay G. Rittenhouse, former field 
worker for The Neutral Thousands, 
an organizatio:: said to have been 
ereated to keep this city on an 
open shop basis, told the La Fol- 


lette Civil Liberties Committee yes- 
terday he had culled the files of 
his organization after the records 
had been subpenaed by the com- 
mittee. 

Rittenhouse said he .d been in- 
atructed by W. C. Abbott, office 
manager, to take from the files 
“anything that might be used to 
eur detriment.” 

Earlier testimony told of the or- 
ganization's alleged propaganda ac- 
tivities directed at organizing inde- 
pendent unions in industrial plants 
of this area. The Senate commit- 
tee, investigating California labor 
conditions, also heard the group 
was financed partly by the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, but 
chiefly by “Southern Californians, 
Inc.“, a business men’s organiza- 
tion. 

Told to Take Files Home. 

Rittenhouse said Mrs. Bessie A. 
Ochs, president of The Neutral 
Thousands, had instructed him to 
take his personal files to his home 
“and from this time on don’t make 
any more reports to this office.” 

“The documents destroyed were 
those that stated someone other 
than employes had asked for us to 
come in and give them aid,” Rit- 
tenhouse explained. “The word ‘em- 
ploye’ was used in place of ‘employ- 
er’ in our dictation after that.” 

Rittenhouse told the committee 
that on occasion Mrs. Ochs had in- 
structed him to go to plants where 
independent unions had been or- 
ganized and obtain letters from 
employes asking for aid in their es- 
tablishment. 

“They were dated back a month 
or two months before the time we 
had started to organize the unions.” 

Reason for Back-Dating. 

Questioned by Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, as to the reason for 
so dating such letters, Rittenhouse 
explained: 

“In our reports on setting up in- 
dependent unions we would say 
that the employes requested it. The 


real case would be that an employ- 


er or someone from the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association 
had asked us. 

“We would get a letter from the 
head of the independent union say- 
ing that the employes were asking 
us. It would be dated back a month 
or so to substantiate our report 
that the employe had asked us to 
set them up rather than the em- 
ployer.” 

Rittenhouse’s testimony was con- 
tradicted by Mrs. Ochs and Abbott. 

“They were never instructed at 
any time in my office to destroy 
anything,” Mrs. Ochs testified. 

Abbott said no documents from 
the organization's fil-s had been de- 
stroyed after the date of the com- 
mittee's subpena. 

The Neutral Thousands was fi- 
manced from a $500,000 fund, pre- 
vious evidence indicated. 

Former President Byron C. 
Hanna of the Southern Californians 
testified the group was organized 
at his suggestion while he was Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
president “to maintain the princi- 
ples of the open shop.” He told of 
labor tactics which he said inspired 
belief that the unions had over- 
reached themselves and thereby 
damaged both labor and public in- 
terests. It was felt, he said, that a 
properly informed public sentiment |

Aid Wes Told Workers’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (AP).— 
A House investigating committee 
heard today that a National Labor 
Relations Board field officer 
changed his mind after receiving 
instructions from Washington and 
found a Madison (Wis.) firm guilty 
of violating the Wagner Act. 

Investigators of the board re- 
ceived evidence that Joseph F. Kier- 
nan, trial examiner; finally report- 
ed to headquarters that he had 
“gone as strong as I can for the 


union,” in reching a decision on 
CIO charges against the Burgess 
Battery Co. at Madison. 

Edmund M. Toland, committee 
counsel, placed into the record a 
series of letters between Kiernan 
and George O. Pratt, chief trial 
examiner, regarding the case. 

Kiernan wrote Pratt from Kan- 
sas City on June 10, 1938, that sev- 
eral workers who allegedly were 
discriminatorily discharged had 
“cheated the company” and that 
the company “had the goods on 
them beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

As to “Dishonest Act.” 

Pratt had written on June 1 that 
the company could not use com- 
mission of a “dishonest act” as a 
defense for the union’s charge of 
discharges of workers for union 
activity when it was shown the un- 
ion activity, and not the dishonest 
practices, actually caused the fir- 
ings. 

Kiernan replied on July 1 as fol- 
lows: 

“Enclosed find delayed report in 
the above entitled case. 

“After receiving your letter, I re- 
wrote the entire report. 

“Trust that it will meet with your 
approval, and I feel that I have 
gone as strong as I can for the 
union.”

“Our card index of facts is near- 
ing completion,” it said, “and it is 
nothing short of deadly We'll be 
able to try the case in five differ- 
ent directions, varying the theme 
whenever the melody begins to pall.

PROTEST ON PROPOSED COAL 
PRICES MADE BY MAYOR 


Dickmann Sends Letter to Confer- 
ence—Washington Hearings 
Nearing End. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, in 
a letter addressed yesterday to Paul 
V. Betters, executive secrétary of 
the United States Conference of 
Mayors, Washington, D. C., pro- 
tested against the proposed coal 
prices on which hearings by the 
bituminous coal division of the De- 
partment of the Interior are now 
nearing completion. The proposed 
new prices would add $45,000 to 
the city’s coal bill, it has been esti- 

mated. 

Urging that cities act together 
in opposing the proposed action; 
the Mayor said that increased coal 
prices would interfere with essen- 
tial municipal services. At the very 
least, the letter went on, an 
amendment should be sought ex- 
empting cities from the provisions 
of the law. 

The United States Comptroller, 
Mayor Dickmann explained, has 
ruled that the bituminous coal act 
does not apply to purchases by the 
Federal Government. If cities are 
required to pay the higher prices, 
they will be discriminated against 
under the act, the e contend- 
ed.

in on the ground floor. Of Yugo- 
slavia’s monthly production of 3500 
tons of copper, Germany took 1500 
and tried to get all the rest. The 
Allies have blocked this and France 
is taking 750 tons with the under- 
standing that it can double this 
after July 1. 

In addition, France has bought 
outright the reserve stock of 5000 
tons of copper which Germany had 
hoped to get. Thus, France, dur- 
ing this year will buy 204,000,000 
francs (about $4,500,000) worth of 


goods from the Yugoslavs and will 


pay for them largely in railway 
rolling stock. 

With the Rumanians, the French 
have been less successful because

Zeppelins Raided English Coast Towns— 
U-Boat Sinking of Trade Vessels 
Soon Followed.

7 EPPELIN raiders bombed Yar- 
mouth, King’s Lynn and five 
other towns on the east coast 
of England, the night of Jan. 19, 
1915. A half-dozen persons were

Some bombs fell near the royal 
palace at Sandringham, where King 
George V had been until a few 
bours before. 

Because of darkness and mist, 
those exposed to the attack could 
hot see the aircraft clearly enough 
to agree on its character; and 
many maintained that the bombs 
dad been dropped from airplanes, 
until Germany officially announced 
that dirigibles were used. “Air- 
Craft,” said an official German pro- 
nouncement, “is a legitimate wea- 
bon. The German nation, compel- 
led by England to fight for its ex- 
istence, will not forego legitimate 
Means of self-defense.” 

The first use of the German sub- 
marine weapon against Allied and 
heutral shipping was made Jan. 21, 
When the small British ship Dur- 
Ward was torpedoed and sunk by a 
U-boat near the coast of Holland. 
The crew was saved, Thus began 

ifilment of the warning in mid- 
december given by Grand Admiral 


Alfred von Tirpitz, of the German 
purpose to “starve England” in 
retaliation for the Allied blockade 
of Germany. The policy was not 
formally avowed by Germany until 
Feb. 4. Previously, the submarine 
had been used by both sides as a 
naval arm of attack on naval ves- 
sels only. 

Lieut. Gen. Erich von Faiken- 
hayn, German chief of strategy on 
the western front, announced, in 
an interview, his belief that “The 
war can last indefinitely. I see 
nothing,” he said, “that can force 
us to stop fighting. We will carry 
en the war until the other side is 
so defeated that it cannot repeat 
this unprovoked attack on us.“ 

Russian forces, again threatening 
the German lines in Poland, re- 
newed talk of the Czar’s “steam 
roller“ and the crushing way that 
it might—but never quite did — 
treat the outnumbered Germans. 
At the same time, the Russian Gov- 
ernment announced relief measures 
for inhabitants of the Warsaw dis- 
trict, then still Russian territory. 
The Government appropriated 100,- 
000,000 rubles, or $50,000,000, for the 
relief work. 

The German army was massing 
for a new drive in the west, near 
Soissons. The French, meanwhile, 
had retaken the town of La Boi- 
selle.

Roosevelt’s Cautious Approach in 
Keeping With Other Recent Acts. 


Political Situation— 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. 


EARLY everything that the 
N President says or does nowa- 

days is taken somewhere as a 
sign and portent of his intentions 
with regard to the campaign. Thus 
it is being said that his cautious ap- 
proach to’ the question of aid for 
Finland—which is certainly not the 
kind of approach he would have 
used a year ago—is a “tip-off” that 
he will run again. 

To put the matter in this way is 
greatly to over-simplify the third- 
term puzzle. It is also to use the 
word run“ without the definition 
that it requires. If any safe proph- 
ecy can be made about the 1940 


campaign, it is that Mr. Roosevelt 
is not going to “run” for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in the sense of 
being an avowed candidate. He will 
only “run” in that meaning of the 
word, if he receives the nomination. 


If the President runs as the can- 
didate of his party, he will do so 
because he has been “drafted.” His 
strength in comparison with that 
of any other party leader is such 
that he can get the nomination by 
going out and fighting for it. In 
that case, however, he would de- 
stroy the present semblance of har- 
mony in the Democratic party and 
greatly diminish the value of the 
nomination. He would also take 
away from whatever justification 
he might have for an assault on 
the third-term tradition. He would 
lay himself open to the charge of 
seeking first of all his personal ag- 
grandizement. It is essential to the 
rationalization of the third-term 
movement that the nomination of 
Mr. Roosevelt, if made, shall be 
made without any apparent initia- 
tive upon his part. 


It is safe to say that these con- 
siderations, however unimportant 


1 they may seem to some cf the more 


fanatical of the third-term advo- 
cates, weigh heavily with the Presi- 
dent. He is a better politician than 
any of them, Moreover, he is think- 
ing not alone of 1940, but of his 
place in history. 

Mr. Roosevelt, therefore, is not 
“running” for the nomination and 
will not “run.” This is true wheth- 
er or not in his heart he wants the 
nomination. If he wants it, he 
wants it on the terms that will 
give him the best chance to being 
elected. 

One can only express a personal 
opinion, but it seems to the pres- 
ent writer that there is no reason 
to doubt the word of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s friends who say that he gen- 
uinely wishes to retire; that his 
sole present interest in the nomina- 
tion is to see someone chosen who 
can be depended upon to remain 
loyal to the New Deal policies. 


It is a fair assumption that in 
his own time Mr. Roosevelt will 
make an announcement to this gen- 
eral effect. He will, I think, pub- 
licly choose not to run. When he 
will do this is anybody’s guess. The 
writer would like to hazard the 
guess merely that the announce- 
ment, if made, will not come on

U. S. Loan to Finns 
Would Violate 


Neutralit y— 
Roosevelt Scheme.

F we want to take a hand in the 

wild European war game, let’s 

do it above the board, discard our 
neutrality and take the  conse- 
quences. Sending money to the 
Finns to buy our “surplus agricul- 
tural products” in full knowledge 
that they do not now need them, 
do néed arms, and can and will sell 
them to create credit to buy arms, 
is just another Rooseveltian “clever 
little scheme.” 

There is no letter of a law against 
lending money to Finland to buy 
arms here so long as she is not 


„technically“ at war, because not 


until then does the Pittman Act 
speak. But there is the spirit of 
a law against it. The Neutrality 
Act goes into effect whenever a na- 
tion declares a war or whenever the 
President or the Congress shall “find 
that there exists a state of war.“ 
The President is also required to 
name other states “as and when 
they | become involved in such a 
war.” 


Surely Finland is “involved in 
such a war” and just as surely the 
spirit, if not the letter of the Neu- 
trality Act forbids the granting of 
loans or sales to her on credit of 
either arms or other things, 


Failure to “find” one of the most 
obvious facts on the surface of the 
earth is the first subterfuge. It 
can hardly be defined as a faithful 
execution of the laws of the Union. 
Certainly failure to “name other 
states as and when they become 
involved in such a war“ cannot be 
defended. 

But let's pass this first avoidance 
of the law—if we can do so and 
still look each other in the face— 
and say: “No, Finland is not at 
war.” If she is not at war, then 
there is no violation of any law— 
international or domestic—in lend- 
ing her money. If she gets the 
money, even if later she is, to our 
surprise, suddenly found to be at 
war, there is no law or obligation

Fletcher Pratt Says Mussolini’s Fleet Will 
Have Edge Over French Navy and Over 


Individual British Vessels for a Time.

HE present parallel wars in 

Finland and Western Europe 

depend so heavily on political 
factors that it is extremely difficult 
to estimate the military significance 
of any given situation. This 
week's dispatches illustrate the 
fact. 

In the west, after a couple of 
rush raids on the British east coast, 
everything has gone dead—but into 
the middle of this silence drops the 
announcement from an Italian lead- 
er that his people had better get 
ready for war. Has the announce- 
ment special significanee? Does the 
silence from the North. Sea mean 
that Britain and France are look- 
Ling toward the Mediterranean? 

There is some military reason to 
believe that the Italian attitude 
toward the Allies may stiffen with 
spring. In April or May the Italian 
fleet will be joined by four battle- 
ships, two of them old hulls com- 
pletely rebuilt into new fast power- 
ful ships. The other two, Littorio 
and Vittorio Veneto, are brand new, 
the first post-treaty battleships and, 
until Britain finishes its new ships 
some time next fall, incomparably 
the strongest men o’ war in the 
world. 

They will give Italy a battleline 
of six strong, fast ships, and a de- 
cided superiority over the French 
navy. This put Mussolini in a 
position to get a little tough. How 
tough, and what his price will be 
are political questions. Military 
criticism stops short with indicat- 
ing that, come spring, he will be 
holding a handful of aces. 


Wir ia Finland. 


Finland’s war in the North has 
also become involved in questions 
that are as much political as stra- 
tegic. The latest dispatches from 
the beleagured nation tell of patrol 
fighting around Lake Ladoga, and 
of further Finnish successes on the 
Salla front, where the Finns report 


capturing some “Chinese” soldiers. 

The reports. of victories around 
Salla need not be taken too serious- 
ly. They are unaccompanied by 
heavy prisoner lists, bills of cap- 
tured material or stories of large 
Russian casualties. Unless both 
sides are trying to hide something, 
and the Finnish communiques have 
been pretty accurate so far, this 
reads as though the Russians were 
conducting rear-guard actions. 
They seem to be retreating toward 
dase, with the Finns hurrying the 
retreat as much as possible, here 
and there cutting off small isolated 
parties. 


This is confirmed by the report 
of the captured Chinese.“ These 
would be Outer Mongolians. We 
already know that the Russians 
were using second-line troops from 
the extreme fringes of their Si- 
berian empire for this Far North- 
ern campaign. The reports, then, in- 
dicate that there has been an in- 
flux of fresh troops in this sector 
and the drives the Finns report 
beating back early this week were 
nothing more than covering at- 
tacks by small units, whose pur- 
pose was to enable the main body 
of Russians to escape. 


Second Phase to Come. 


The actions north of Lake La- 
doga appear to be merely local in 
character, designed to pin Finnish 
troops in their positions there. To 
sum up matters, the first phase of 
the Finnish war is over, ‘the Rus- 
sian advance has been disastrously 
turned back, But the second Rus- 
sian campaign under a better com- 
mander and with better troops has 
not yet begun. i 

What form will it take when it 
does begin? There are some fairly 
strong indications, but the political 
factor intrudes an element of mud- 
dle into the military situation, Ob- 
viously, the Russians cannot hop? 
to drive through the fortifications 
of the Karelian Isthmus, which

A Defense of Valley Park. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE citizens of Valley Park, including 

the writer, a resident thereof for more 
than 30 years, were startled and many 
angered to read in the Post-Dispatch 
Mirror of Public Opinion of Jan. 13, 
over the signature of Ann Rice Ludlow, 
the following unfortunate misrepresenta- 
tion of our city: “Valley Park, best- 
known sinkhole of poverty and crime.” 
Such an unwarranted statement should 
not be permitted to go unchallenged. 

There is poverty in Valley Park, large- 
ly the contribution of other municipali- 
ties where the poor are not wanted and 
who, therefore, must find haven where low 
rents, employment and humanity pre- 
vail. 

Linking the misfortune called “pov- 
erty” with “crime,” under the nation- 
wide existing conditions, is a cruel and 
brutal arraignment of those whose only 
misadventure in life is to be poor and 
lowly. It has been said, “He jests at 
scars who never felt a wound.” 

The statement is untrue, as the experi- 
ence of the many proves, as the records 
of the Circuit Court, the records of the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office, the records 
of the constable’s office, the records of 
the Sheriff's office and the records of 
every other law-enforcing agency in the 
county will disclose. 

The city has a widely scattered popu- 
lation of 1800 inhabitants who are so fa- 
tally bent on mischief that it is necessary 
to have two police officers—a day mar- 
shal and a night marshal—to preserve 
order. Of course, occasionally some 
weary soul has looked too long upon the 
wine that is red or drowned his worries 
in the golden glow of the brewer's art, 
but crimes against the person or crimes 
against property are so infrequent as to 
be only unpleasant memories. 

The author of the article further 
charged that there are “children long 
past the school age who have never 
been enrolled, for reason of poverty.” This 
is an error, for although a parent may at- 
tempt to excuse his own delinquency in 
not sending his child to school, the truth 
is that the Progressive School Associa- 
tion, in connection with the Valley Park 
branch of the Needlework Guild of 
America, at all times has supplied school 
books and clothing to needy children of 
school age upon request. 

The type of people who comprise a 
community is often determined by the 
number of churches, schools and indus- 
tries in its midst and the average at- 
tendance in day schools and Sunday 
schools. 

If that be a fair criterion, Valley Park 
is far from being a sinkhole of any de- 
scription. There are churches of seven 
different denominations, and the average 
Sunday school attendance at Protestant 
churches alone is approximately 600. 
There are two high schools and three 
grade schools, with an approximate daily 
attendance of 600. There are more than 
half a dozen industries. 

To classify such a community as a 
sinkhole of any sort is without reason or 
excuse, and, of course, a grave wrong— 
we hope the result of misinformation, ab- 
sence of investigation or both.

Finland we know well—a. sturdy, self-respecting

When huge and powerful Russia, sweeping aside 
the peaceful negotiations of the council] table, 
marched against Finland, weak and small by com- 
parison; when Russia sent its troops across the Finn- 
ish border and rained death from the skies upon 
Finland, Americans watched in nauseated horrox. 

We are an emotional people, and never more 80 
than when our instincts of decency, humanity, yes, 
and sportsmanship are outraged. Yet, unless we 
place a check on our impulsiveness, unless we think 
as well as feel, we are courting danger. Let us not 
forget that the American people felt and still feel 
deeply about the events in Europe prior to Sept. 1— 
the domestic barbarities of Hitler, the rape of 
Czecho-Slovakia, a nation comparable in many ways 
to Finland, the invasion of Poland and a good many 
other things besides. 

Yet we kept our heads. The sentiment in this 
country after the outbreak of the war, while fierce- 
ly opposed to the dictatorships and their methods, 
was definitely in favor of keeping the United States 
out of war.

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A PHRASE MEANINGLESS AND/OR INEXCUSABLE. 

One of the nastiest barbarisms to attempt an in- 
vasion—not without some success—of written En- 
glish is the essentially meaningless phrase “and/or.”

You could 
not tell what the man had sworn and you could not 
have committed him for perjury.” He denied that 
it had a legalistic origin, reports the Manchester 
Guardian, and said it had been picked up from the 
commercial houses of the City. 

Thus repudiated by the law, we hope no clerk 
or compiler of reports will give “and/or” further 
sanction. What never should have been joined, let 
no man keep together.

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MURPHY MUST GO—NOW. 

Richard Murphy, who was in league with Superin- 
tendent Gerling in the misuse of pupils’ relief funds, 
says he will resign from the Board of Education, 
“perhaps within a year.” 

This will not suffice. Murphy’s misconduct has 
been too flagrant to permit him to remain on the 
board at all. Unless he voluntarily resigns at once, 
the other members of the board have no proper 
choice but to request his resignation. 

Murphy’s offenses do not consist entirely in hav- 
ing been a party to speculation in school trust funds; 
in having charged unconscionable commissions on 
stocks sold to those funds; in having been a party

The obituary report is grossly exaggerated. Dr. 
Alexis Carrel’s famous chicken heart is not dead at 
all. It has passed its twenty-eighth birthday in a 
test tube and is ticking away merrily as ever. 

The dispatch which brings this reassuring news 
from the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research, 
however, is heavily laden with seeds of worry. For 
this heart fragment not only lives, but thrives, Every 
48 hours it doubles in size. And this leads our un- 
scientific mind to the inescapable conclusion that 
laboratory attendants must stand by and trim off 
the surplus growth at regular intervals. 

Here, obviously, lies grave danger. Leave this 
chicken heart unattended in its test tube and things 
would rapidly get out of hand. We can conceive of 
its phenomenal growth some day polishing off New 
York, then wiping up the old U. S. A., taking Hit- 
ler and Stalin for the well-known ride and finally 
bursting out the seams of the universe. After that, 
heaven only knows what would happen—if that made 
any difference, 

Let there be no laxness where the chicken heart 
beats away toward immortality. Let the vigil be 
constant. We have enough to do in this tottering 
old world without tackling a gargantuan chicken 
heart one of these smoke-filled dawns.

look the specialization of airplane types 

which has turned the commercial plane and 
the bomber into breeds as different as a 
greyhound and a great Dane, both of which 
began their careers as just dogs. 
The bomber is the greyhound. Designers 
build them to fly at the greatest possible 
height and speed, taking what they can get 
in the way of such characteristics as range 
and carrying capacity. The big commercial 
plane must carry a heavy load for a long 
distance; speed, climb and maneuverability 
come out of what is left over when the 
essentials have been achieved. 

Comparing the recent German Dornier 
or Heinkel bombers with the trans-Atlantic 
Clippers, we find the military machines 
nearly 100 miles an hour faster, but with 
nearly 1000 miles shorter range. 

It would be physically possible to fit bomb 
racks to a Clipper and load her with death 
instead of passengers. But her utmost full- 
throttle speed of 200 miles an hour would 
render her virtually a stationary object to 
fighters traveling at 350 miles an hour, 

Her climbing ability, perfectly adequate 
for commercial craft, is insufficient even 
to carry her above the range of 37-milli- 
meter guns, the small change of anti-air- 
craft defense. That is, she would inevitably 
be shot down if there were anything at all 
to dispute her; she would be about as use- 
ful in military operations as a truck in a 
tank battle on the ground, 

There is not in the air service of any 
foreign Power today a bombing plane that 
can cover more than 1500 miles under mili- 
tary conditions. 

Half the bomber’s range must be spent 
in getting home after a raid, unless the 
party doing the bombing is willing to swap 
a half-million-dollar airplane and a high- 
ly trained crew for the amount of damage 
the machine could do on a single flight. This 
is a poor investment; bombing airplanes do 
not carry enough explosives to do a half- 
million dollars’ worth of damage, except 
by the most extraordinary good luck,

RITING sometimes with a bullet and 
at other times with a scholar’s quill, 

Ludwig Renn has carried out the mission 

implied in the title of his book, “Warfare: 

The Relation of War to Society” (Oxford 

University Press, New York), published in 

England just before the present conflict 

began. 

A veteran of two wars and an officer in 
two armies quite in contrast with each 
other, Renn has a wealth of experience upon 
which to draw. Using the historical rather 
than the theoretical approach, he describes 
the evolution of warfare under changing 
forms of social life, economics and govert 
ment, with emphasis on the last 40 years 


The title sounds forbidding, but the book 


has a simplicity much like that found in 


Renn’s “War,” a novel published in 1929 in 


Germany. It was acclaimed there as faith-§ 


fully recording what 1914-18 meant to the 
German foot soldier who bore most of the 
tragedy of those years. 

When Hitler came to power, Renn was 
hustled off to prison for his profession of 
Communism. After three years, he escaped 
to Switzerland. As soon as the civil wat 
broke out in Spain, Renn joined the loys 
ists. Having served 10 years as an office? 
in the Germany army, including four in the 
front lines, he was extremely valuable to the 
loyalists, both as a combat officer and as a 
instructor for the sorely needed recruit 
officers. Much of his book was inspired 
by his system of teaching, which consisted 
largely in boiling military rules down e 
fundamentals and citing examples in hit 
tory for vivid background. 


The author succeeds in setting forth the 


fundamentals of warfare in highly unde™ 
standable fashion and in making clear the 
psychological considerations. Although © 
writes for the layman, there ur 
doubtedly are men in the military services 
who will enjoy reading this book, particula® 
ly the sections on tank offense and de- 
tense, line: of defense, guerrilla warfare 
war propaganda and military training. 
The veteran who reads the book 

have a chuckle—or maybe a feeling of 
sympathy—when he reads Renn's account 
of how the unseasoned infantryman mis

American Firms’ Action Said 
to Be Extension of “Moral 
Embargo.” 


TOKYO, Jan. 19 (AP). — Five 
American petroleum engineers were 
reported reliably today to have been 
withdrawn from Japan in an ex- 
tension into the field of aviation 
gasoline of the American “moral 
embargo” on airplanes. used against 
civilians. 

The United States State Depart- 
ment a month ago announced co- 
operation of the Government and oil 
companies in a moral embargo 
against ai@ing production of high 
test gasoline for countries whose 
forces “are engaged in unprovoked 
bombing or machine-gunning of 
civilian populations from the air.” 

As far back as June, 1938, the 
State Department began putting 
pressure on American manufac- 
tureers not to ship airplanes to 
Japan on the grounds that that 
country was bombing civilians in 
China. 

Apparently there has been no 
such action concerning American 
aviation engineers in Japan, how- 
ever, buf they have been assisting 
mainly on technical details of com- 
mercial] aircraft. Japan manufac- 
tures all its own military planes 
now. 

The petroleum engineers were 
said to have left in the last two 
months under orders of their com- 
panies in the United States.

The belief was expressed 
that several of these units are in 
operation now, but the construc- 
tion of additional plants has been 
postponed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (4 
Legislation that would establish a 
Federal safety inspection of coal 
mines was passed by the Senate

after Senator Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, had protested that John 
L. Lewis, CIO leader, had promised 
to have the bill enacted. 

“I do not like to pass legislation 
under whip and spur,” Harrison 
said. “I’m not built that way.” 

Senator Neely (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, author and floor leader for 
the bill which now goes to the 
House for action, said Federal in- 
spection of coal mines was needed 
by an industry that loses $40,000,- 
000 annually through accidents. 

Support for the measure also 
came from Majority Leader Bark- 
ley, Senator Guffey (Dem.), Penn- 
sylvania, and Senator Reed (Rep.), 
Kansas, 

Harrison questioned the need for 
Federal inspection in addition to 
that now provided by states and 
attacked the Guffey Coal Act as 
producing only “fuss and feathers.” 

Senators Neely, Barkley and Guf- 
fey all came to the defense of the 
Guffey act, saying its effectiveness 
had been retarded by the Supreme 
Court decision voiding the schedule 
of coal prices fixed by the Bitu- 
minous Coal Commission. 

Neely said the Guffey act had 
given protection to some 400,000 
miners and some degree of stabil- 
ity to the entire industry. 

“I’m glad to hear that,” Harrison 
replied. The Coal Commission has 
been in a turmoil of politics since .t 
was created and parcelled out 
among certain Senators.” 

Barkley said the court decision 
had delayed “results that were ex- 
pected.” 

Guffey said the coal act had “not 
cost the Government one cent” be- 
has a cash balance of $127 and 
cause operators paid a tax and he 
added that “the same operators who 
fought it are fighting the inspec- 
tion bill.”

Senator Brown, Michigan, Says 
It Will Be Completed 
by Monday. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (AP). — 
Senator Brown (Dem.), Michigan, 
said today that a modified plan 
for a loan to Finland was being 
worked out by experts of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation.

The question of severing diplo-

NEW YORK, Jan. 19 (AP)—A 
demand for the resignation of the 
Guaranty Trust Co. of New York 
as trustee for bondholders of Al-

& Co., owner of stock in Morgan, 
Stanley & Co., George W. Whitney, 
also a Morgan partner, who owns 
stock in the same investment house, 
and John W. Davis, attorney for 
many of its flotations. 


It was recalled that on the in- 
sistence of Young, and others, large 
bond issues, which had originally 
been arranged for with Morgan, 
Stanley & Co., were opened to com- 
petitive bidding and went to other 
firms. They included a $30,000,000 
flotation, of the Chesapeake & 
Olo, and others for the Cincinna- 
ti Union Terminal and the St.

In order to cope with them it is 
important to understand the life 


history. The bedbug is primarily a 
parasite of man, but it does feed 
on other warm-blooded animals, 
such as mice, chickens or birds, 
Bedbugs are brought into the house 
either by mice or men, as a general 
rule, Because their bodies are flat 
they can hide in microscopic crev- 
ices, under loosened wallpaper, in 
the joints of wooden bedsteads, in 
folds in mattresses and bedding, and 
even in clothing. 

The eggs are even more easy to 
conceal. The eggs are white when 
first laid and quickly change to 
yellow. The female produces two 
or three eggs a day, until she lays 
about 500. The young reach ma- 
turity in about 30 days after being 
hatched, but if they encounter un- 
favorable food conditions, this pe- 
riod may be prolonged considerably, 

They are usually nocturnal in 
habit, but they do not necessarily 
stop their predatory habits in the 
daytime. They are good stayers 
and if a house or cottage becomes 
infested, it is just too bad. They 
have been known to exist a year 


The bedbug does not bite, but 
saws his way through your skin 
with an extremely efficient lower 
jaw. After he is through the skin, 
he injects a secretion into the 
wound which prevents the blood 
from clotting and then he sucks, 
Some people do not react to the 
bedbug bite; to others it is very 
irritating.

TO GET RID of bedbugs fumiga- 
tion by sulphur is the most prac- 
tical way. It destroys the eggs and 
reaches all hiding places. Before 
and after fumigation the walls and 
ceilings should be repaired so that 
no cracks appear. Gasoline and 
kerosene are efficient in cleaning 
beds. 


Another winter insect is the cock- 
roach. It may become a menace 
to health by crawling over food and 
contaminating it. Practically every- 
thing is food to the cockroach, al- 
though ‘they prefer that which is 
found around kitchens. They can 
be destroyed with a cheap white 
powder known as “sodium fluoride” 
which is harmless to man and ani 
mals: This is deadly to insects by, 
contact and by ingestion. 


Fleas and lice are also winter 
visitors. The rules that apply to 


bedbugs apply to fleas, in that any ~ 


lowering of the standards of house- 
hold cleanliness invites them. They, 
are usually transmitted from per- 
son to person, children being espe~ 
cially liable to infestation by the 
head louse through the indiscrimi- 
nate wearin of other children’s 
caps. 

When in the scalp, lice can be de- 
stroyed by a shampoo of equal 
parts of kerosene and vinegar. The 
solution may be left on for half an 
hour, the head being wrapped in 
a towel.
